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Notice To Applicant 

In a Board of patent Appeals and Interferences (hereinafter, BPAI) Decision, rendered o 
November 30, 2006, the BPAI stated at page 25: 

In summary, we have sustained the examiner's rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 7- 
12, 14, 17-19, 21, and 24. We have not, however, sustained the examiner's 
rejection with respect to claims 6, 20, and 27. Lastly, we hold that the 
disclosure of Tokuyama does not fully meet the invention set forth in claims 
1,20, 21, and 27. Therefore, the decision of the examiner rejecting claims 1, 
2, 4, 6-12, 14, 17-21, 24, and 27 is affirmed-in-part. 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejections against 
independent claims 1 and 11, but reversed all rejections against claim 6 dependent upon claim 1 
Claims 20, 27 and 28 stand allowed. 

Claims 3, 13, 22 and 25 were previously objected to prior to the BPAI's decision.
